Tlio rioters then fell bad 
sullenly, ilii-closiiiK tb" fact that many of 
them bod been liit and some seriously 
wounded. The police fought w ith terrific 
htaVerTand at fearful odds, scarcoiv- one 
eagagad in the flgbt escaping iniurv. Many 
of them were badly cut witb knivea and 
pieces ot glass in tbe bands ot the rioters, 
and some of them were almost entirety 
strippsd ot their clothing.
